Lean  was  the  word  for  the  Sabre  1963-64  roundball  cam- 
paign, with  only  six  victories  in  twenty  outings  for  an  inexperi- 
enced South  team.  The  conference  mark  of  2-14  set  the  squad 
squarely  in  the  Western  4-A  Conference  cellar,  the  first  time  in 
South's  basketball  history. 

Coach  Dave  Price  felt  especially  that  a  52-50  early  season 
loss  to  Myers  Park,  in  double  over  time,  made  a  decided  dif- 
ference in  the  overall  team  spirit.  The  loss  was  the  first  blot  on 
what  began  as  a  promising  season  with  two  victories  over  Hunter 
Huss  of  Gastonia.  The  Sabres  managed  four  more  wins  en  route 
to  their  record,  topping  Charlotte  Catholic  twice,  Ashley  of  Gas- 
tonia 40-33,  and  Harding  63-51.  In  a  vain  attempt  to  escape  last 
place  and  take  a  tournament  seeding,  South  was  edged  by  North 
43-42  in  the  seasons  final  regular  season  encounter. 

The  team's  disappointing  finish,  an  unexpected  and  dis- 
heartening surprise  to  Coach  Price,  was  due  to  a  lack  of  experi- 
ence. The  stars  from  last  year's  squad,  which  finished  in  second 
place,  graduated;  yet  Price  was  determined  to  build  from  the 
bottom.  He  started  the  season  with  only  five  untried  seniors,  the 
boys  from  the  junior  varsity,  and  one  lone  sophomore.
